The proposed amendments to cfaims 1 , 2, 6 and 7 change the scopes of the claims, thus requiring further consideration and/or search. 

In claims 2 and 7, the newly added limitation of, "at the one end of the stirring rotor" (line 16) changes the scope of the claims, since the 
scraping vanes provided on the vessel inner end wall-facing side are now limited to the support member located at "the one end" {or the 
inlet side) of the vessel. 

Additionally, the deletion of the limitation, "as connected to one another" under bullet (b) in claims 1, 2, 6 and 7 changes the scope of the 
claims, since the plurality of hollow disks are no longer required to be connected to one another. 
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
